& family and a foriegner in a country,I guess we are better off here. 
I've a nice house here and 3 acres of ground with a fine orchard and 
garden near a very pretty Old tnglish village,so I guess for the next 
year or so you'll find me gardening and trying to be out of doors to 
see if I can get a bit stronger in health. My wife went back to Paris 
in January and brought over all my studio things,it was sad for me to 
give up my studio after all these years,l was so happy there with my 
little bronze foundry which was a big success,I hope some day to show 
you some of the cire perdue castings and you wili be suprised. Then 
agein all of my Artists friends flew to all corners of the globe so it 
would of been very sad for me to stay in Paris all alone,! am afraid 
poor Paris wit not be the same for many years to come. I've not been 


in any mood to try to work I guess no one is,but dont be suprised if
